KENOSHA, Wis. - Cobwebs, 
dust and grating obscure the 
basement windows of a red 
house at 4611 8th Ave. 

Also unclear are the motives 
of Anthony Philip Heard Jr., 
who surrendered in the murder 
of Carmen Barranco. 

Police found Barranco's 
body on the basement floor of 
the dwelling on Sept. 24. 

Barranco's stepfather, moth- 
er, sister and two brothers sat 
beside Kenosha Police Lt. Ron 
Bartholomew as he addressed 
residents and news media at the 
Kenosha Public Museum on 
Oct. 2. Her brother, Curtis, 
never removed his sunglasses; 
her sister, Delia, slid hers over 
her eyes as the press conference 
wore on. Barranco's mother, 
Carmen Dax, held an envelope 
that contained large, glossy 
photographs of her daughter. 

Kenosha police have char- 
ged Heard, of Kenosha,- with 
first-degree intentional homi-

cide, first-degree sexual assault, 
attempted armed robbery and 
burglary. 

Bartholomew, public infor- 
mation officer for Kenosha 
police, said the Wisconsin State 
Crime Laboratory had identi- 



fied Heard as a suspect Sept. 28, 
the day before he turned himself 
in, through a fingerprint found 
on a dryer in the basement. 

Bartholomew said Barranco, 
38, sought to buy crack cocaine 
from Heard, 18, on Sept. 23, 



She drove herself and Heard 
to 4611 8th Ave. in Kenosha at 
about 2 p.m., Bartholomew said. 
Heard's former girlfriend had 
lived in the bottom portion of 
the unit until they were evicted 
the week before. 

But "there were no drugs," 
Bartholomew said. 

"It was a crime of opportuni- 
ty," he said. "She showed up 
looking for drugs, and he took 
advantage of that." 

The basement entrance was 
unlocked, Bartholomew said. 

Heard sexually assaulted 
Barranco, attempted to rob her 
and then bludgeoned her to 
death before he fled, Barthol- 
omew said. 

Bartholomew confirmed re- 
covery of the weapons. 

The tenant of the unit on the 
top floor discovered Barranco's 
body after going to the base- 
ment to do laundry She called 
police at 3:19 p.m. Sept. 24. 

A few hours before, police 
had towed Barranco's black 
Audi after a neighbor com- 
plained that the car had blocked 



a driveway 

Sgt. Eric Larsen said Ken- 
osha police have responded to 
16 calls at the address since 
January, but did not consider 
the tally remarkable. 

Kenosha police's Neighbor- 
hood Watch program had been 
working to address problems in 
the area, Bartholomew said. 

Sonja McClure said she has 
lived and worked in the neigh- 
borhood for more than 25 years. 

"After they moved out ... it 
was fine," she said. "But now 
everyone's scared again.'" 

But Richard Nyman, who" 
described himself as a "life- 
long" resident of Kenosha, dis- 
puted the characterization of 
the neighborhood as rough. 

Though Bartholomew ex- 
pressed Barranco's family's 
desire to refrain from comment 
Oct. 2, Gurnee accountant 
Steven Dax spoke briefly about 
his stepdaughter. ' 

Barranco was born in Pan- 
ama, grew up in Lake County 
and most recently lived in 
Antioch.

ANTIOCH - The village of Antioch 
has formally joined with other munici- 
palities to work to solve some of the 
emergency service problems that many 
towns face. 

Antioch is now a member of Partners 
for Transit and the Lake and McHenry 
Counties' Fire Departments Specialized 
Response Teams. 

Through the Specialized Response 
Teams, villages will team up to help each 
other provide emergency services. 

McHenry and Lake county rescue and 



fire departments will come to aid other 
municipalities during emergencies when 
extra help is needed. 

Mike Haley, village administrator, said 
each town pays $10,000 to be a part of the 
network. The money covers group fees 
and contributes to the group's budget. 

The Antioch Fire Department and res- 
cue squad already belong to the Mutual 
Aid Box Alarm System, which offers sim- 
ilar services, but to a network that spans 
northwestern Illinois. 

Wayne Sobczak, Antioch's rescue 
squad chief, said he was unaware of the 
village's involvement in the organization. 
Because the rescue squad is a separate 



entity from the village government, 
Sobczak said he is not sure yet how fire 
and rescue personnel will be affected. 

Fire Chief Dennis Veiling could not be 
reached for comment. 

Partners for Transit is a group of 
municipalities in Lake County that have 
agreed to work with the Regional 
Transportation Authority, the Chicago 
Transportation Authority, Metra and 
Pace to create a modern transit system 
for northeastern Illinois.

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Students learn lessons outside classroom

-34 program aims to teach students how to help their peers teachers if they encounter

ANTIOCH - Generally when 
students get into arguments 
with their peers, they turn to 
their peersTor help rather than 
a teacher. 

As of last week, a group of 
fifth grade students is now 
trained to handle those argu- 
ments properly, and teachers 
are fully supporting it. 

School District 34 has just 
launched its Conflict Managers 
program, aimed at helping kids 
learn mature, responsible ways 
to solve their problems. 

Eric Skoog, the district's stu- 
dent assistance program coor- 
dinator, said 75 district fifth- 
graders have completed several 



weeks of training to become 
conflict managers. 

"It's empowering kids to 
make proper decisions and 
model good behaviors," Skoog 
said. "And when you look at a 
kid that's been a little naughty, 
they might want to deal with 
their peers." 

Two managers are assigned 
to each recess, and they wear 
hats and carry clipboards to 
distmguish themselves for oth- 
ers, Skoog said. The managers 
scan the playground for prob- 
lems or students with argu- 
ments approach the managers 
for help. 

Teachers and staff trained 
the student managers to go 
through four steps when deal- 
ing with a conflict, Skoog said. 



First, ground rules are 
established, such as no name- 
calling or interrupting. Second, 
each side tells his or her part of 
the story, and then solutions are 
brainstormed. Last, a plan is 
drawn up to avoid the same 
problem later. 



The managers were voted 
upon at the end of their fourth- 
grade year, Skoog said. Their 
classmates elected them using a 
secret ballot. 

The managers are not 
expected to handle every situa- 
tion though, Skoog said. 



Managers are told to turn to 

a 
serious problem. 

Many conflicts are low-key, 
however, and this allows social 
workers and staffers to have 
more time for students with 
deeper issues. 

In the meantime, both stu- 
dent managers and the man- 
aged students are learning.

Task force, survey look to shed light on answers

ANTIOCH - Space has 
become School District 34's most 
precious commodity. 

The district's student popula- 
tion is increasing rapidly, and it 
shows no signs of slowing down, 
said Superintendent Scott 
Thompson. Cramped class- 
rooms and ofTices are forcing 
leaders to fmd solutions as soon 
as possible. 



Officials are asking commu- 
nity members to join a task 
force with the hope that multi- 
ple heads will be better tlian one 
in finding answers to the dis- 
trict's growing pams. 

"We have to figure out a 
plan," Thompson said. "Where 
are we going to put these kids." 

The first task force meeting 
will take place at 7 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Nov. 15, at HiUcrest 
Elementary School. All are wel- 
come to come. 



Officials also will rely upon 
the results of anotlier survey, 
which will be sent out at the end 
of this month, Thompson said. 

School Perceptions, an infor- 
mation gathering firm based in 
Wisconsm, has written and will 
distribute the survey, Thompson 
said. The district hired the firm 
in AprD for about $8,500. 

The questionnaire will be 
more comprehensive than those 
the district has sponsored. 

Residents will be able to find 



the survey online at 
www.schoolperceptions.com. 

The survey and the task force 
will enable district heads to find 
both short term and long term 
solutions to overcrowding, 
Thompson said. 

Another referendum wiU be 
placed on voters' ballots next 
spring, and Thompson said the 
survey results and ideas from 
the task force will help officials 
know what to ask. 

Last academic year, a March 
21 referendum asking residents 
to fund two new schools and 
repairs to existing buildings 



failed. If approved, the project 
would have cost roughly $45.6 
million, boosting the tax rate by 
20 cents. 

But officials still have a while 
until another referendum could 
solve the district's problems. 

That's where the task force 
will step in. 

Thompson said leaders are 
bouncing around such ideas as 
renting unused space in other 
schools. 

"There are all kinds of possi- 
bilities," Thompson said. 
"They'll have to work through 
them."

(NIMEC), according to the coop- 
erative's founder and president 
David Hoover. 

Those communities include 
Barrmgton, Countryside, Ci^s- 
tal Lake, Deerfield, Deerfield 
Park District, Grayslake, 
Libertyville, Lindenhurst, 
Mundelein and Wauconda. 

It costs $100 to join the group, 
which is ' based in Prospect 
Heights. 

Hoover formed NIMEC four 
months ago. He said he has 
worked in tlie utility consulting 
business since 1992, and has spe- 
cialized in government accounts 
for tlie past decade. 

"I formed NIMEC to take 
advantage of opportunities 



available through deregulation 
next year," he said. 

Hoover said NIMEC will sub- 
mit bids to tliree of the 16 elec- 
tric suppliers authorized by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission. 

"We will select the lowest bid 
and compare that to the ComEd 
auction rate," he said. "If [it's] 
lower, [we will] make tliat avail- 
able to our membership." 

Hoover declined to name the 
three suppliers. 

Hoover anticipated "volume 
discounts" that would be set for 
17 months, at which time anoth- 
er auction would occm: 

Hayner presented similar 
reasoning to the board at its 
meeting Sept. 18.

Forest preserve hopes welcome 
center will educate public 



What can I do?

DEERFIELD - If 552 acres of leaves 
tinged with warm hues are any indica- 
tion, then autumn is in full swing. 

Soon, winter will set in. Wind will 
rattle windows, temperatures will 
sink, and costs of heating biUs will 
rise. 

Do comfort and cost savings sound 
appealing? 

Enter green architecture. 

Nan Buckardt, environmental edu- 
cation manager for the Lake County 
Forest Preserve, spoke of the comfort 
wlien she discussed the benefits of 
green architecture - also termed sus- 
tainable building - at the official open- 
ing of the Ryerson Woods Welcome 
Center , 21950 N. Riverwoods Road, in 
Deertlcld, on Sunday, Oct. 1. 

"We've all beeii in rooms where you 



stand over here and want to [wear] a 
parka, and stand over there and need a 
bathing suit ... because [the tempera- 
ture] is just not even," she said as she 
stood in the center's library, where an 
air sock hangs above the rafters and 
distributes air evenly throughout the 
room, versus the concentration of 
blasts of air from vent-controlled ven- 
tilation. 

The $2.5 million project - $250,000 
funded by grants and the remainder by 
county-wide referenda - took almost a 
decade to conceive and complete, ac- 
cording to Buckardt. 

Buckardt, who has worked for Lake 
County Forest Preserve for 22 years, 
strolled the site and offered e.xplana- 
tions of aspects of green architecture 
within the center, which opened in 
June. 

"We've very proud of it and very in- 
terested in [sustainable architecture! 



The best ways to save energy, Buckardtsaid, 
is to replace windows. Properly insulated win- 
dows most drastically reduce wasted energy. 

and it would not surprise me at all if 
future buildings have elements of 
green architecture in them," Buckardt 
said of the preserve's plans to incorpo- 
rate aspects of green architecture into 
additional structures. 

Buckardt said the building should 
obtain its Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design (LEED) certifi- 
cation before the end of the year. 

According to the U.S. Green 
Building Council, the LEED Green 
Building Rating System sets standards 
for design, construction, and operation 
of green buUdings, LEED examines 
five areas of human and environmen- 
tal health when determining certifica- 
tion: sustainable site development, 
water savings, energy efficiency, mate- 
rials selection, and indoor environ- 
mental quality

BUFFALO GROVE - Proposed future plans 
for public access improvements and natural re- 
sources restoration at BufTalo Creek Forest pre- 
serve will be reviewed by Lake County Forest 
Preserve officials and available for public view- 
ing. 

The plans were the result of proposed inter- 
governmental agreements between the Lake 
County Forest Preserve and two project part- 
ners: the Metropolitan Water Reclamation 
District of Greater Chicago for granting an 
easement to construct a new reservoir at 
Buffalo Creek and the Lake County Division of 
Transportation for transfer of land needed for 
right-of-way improvements at the intersection 
of Arlington Heights Road and Lake-Cook Road. 

Public input about the proposed future plans 
for Buffalo Creek was welcomed at a planning 
open house Sept. 28, hosted by Lake County 
Forest Preserve. 

At the open house, the public was invited to 
review the proposed plans for Buffalo Creek, 
submit written comments about the project, 



and ask questions of forest preserve profes- 
sional staff. 

Those who were unable to attend the plan- 
ning open house can view the proposed plan by 
visiting the Lake County Forest Preserve Web 
site at www.LCFPD.org. Comments concerning 
the plan may be e-mailed to Mike Fenelon, the 
LCFP's director of planning, conservation and 
development at mfenelon@co.lake.il.us. 
Comments submitted at the planning open 
house or via e-mail become part of the public 
input for the planning process that will be re- 
viewed by Forest Preserve Board of 
Commissioners. 

Fenelon said that the level of cooperation 
has been good between the forest preserve and 
the water reclamation district. 

"It will be a combination of natural resource 
restoration and recreation," Fenelon said. 
"There will be significant improvements to pub- 
lic access and the trail system. The east side, 
the trails will be raised, so they aren't as 
flooded as often. The central trails will be re- 
done. There will be an additional trail on the 
west side near Long Grove of about a mile. The 
[Metropolitan Water Reclamation District] is 
building a reservoir and that will take two 
years to do."

When Tyrone Jordan's wife 
went to prison, he knew he 
would face bumps in the road 
ahead. 

"Financially, I was kind of 
okay, but spuritually and emo- 
tionally I was kind of torn 
down," Jordan said. "[My wife] 
had to go away two or three 
days after New Years [Day]. It 
was nothing I prepared for ... 
and I was totally shocked." 

Friends recommended the 
Lake County-based Family Self- 
sufficiency Program of the 
Archdiocese of Chicago. 

The program received a 2006 
USA Family Strengthening 
Award from Catholic Charities 
USA. 

Three of 1,500 nationwide 
programs received awards for 
excellence in support of fami- 
lies and the communities. 

Jacqueline SmaU, human re- 
sources specialist for the pro- 
gram's employment portion, 
said clients seek stabilization 
in various arenas. 

"Maybe you're making 
$30,000, but ... have other is- 
sues," Small said. 

Through in-house casework- 
ers and referrals to external 
agencies, the program provides 
clients with budget counseling, 
therapy to address mental 
health issues, degree programs, 
job placement, interview coach- 
ing, and resume reviews. 

"That's part of being self- 
sufficient." Small said. "You're 
taking care of every part of 
you. 

Lake County's Family Self- 
Sufilciency program has 
helped single-parent families m 
Lake County since 1985. 

Currently, caseworkers han- 
dle 130 clients. Most speak 
Spanish - six of seven, accord- 
ing to Small - and are female. 
The program did not admit 
' men until 2002. 

Jordan, father of three, 
joined the program that year, 
during which his wife left to 
serve 10 to 15 years in prison for 
aggravated battery and a slew 
of other charges related to a 
robbery in Gurnee m 2001. 

Clients must be older than 
18 and have at least one child 
younger than 18 living with 
them, according to program su- 
pervisor Laura Kuever. They

also must have "stable hous- 
ing," she said. 

Although Jordan, 46, of 
North Chicago, has kept a roof 
over his family's head, he said 
he wants to buy a nicer home 
and a car. He also turned to the 
program for help to streamline 
his life, and improve his career 
prospects and earning poten- 
tial. 

Once enrolled, clients estab- 
lish goals and timelines witli 
caseworkers. 

The program will keep 
clients in check for up to five 
years, Kuever said. 

Jordan, who has applied to 
jobs in customer service, said 
he has about 18 months left. 
The national organization hon- 
ored the winners, which also 
included programs from 
Alaska and West Vu-ginia, at a 
ceremony in St. Paul, Minn., on 
Sept, 15. 

Jane Stenson, senior direc- 
tor for human services for 
Catholic Charities USA, said 
the award auns to reward agen- 
cies, as weU as to ferret out 
those that should serve as ex- 
amples for other chapters, 
Stenson explained. 

A dozen people who repre- 
sent chapters from Canada to 
the Virgin Islands to Brooklyn 
will visit the Lake County chap- 
ter for a couple of days in 
November, Stenson said. 

"[It] helps ease the tension if 
the person is willing to accept 
it," Jordan said of help ex- 
tended by the program. 

"Sometimes if one door 
closes^ two more can open, if 
you keep your eyes open."

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Mayors, trustees, village administra- 
tors and other representatives of 19 Lake 
County municipalities recently attended 
one of three discussions about smoke-free 
communities.

Airline passengers once 
again can bring hair gel and 
toothpaste on airplanes - al- 
beit in small quantities. 

Recently U.S. aviation offi- 
cials eased restrictions that 
had banned any liquids from 
being carried on airplanes. 
Now, up to 3 ounces of hair 
gel, shaving cream and other 
toiletries can be brought on 
airplanes in carry-on luggage. 

"What you see here today is 
the prudent balancing of the 
work that we need to do to pro- 
tect security and common 
sense," said Michael P. 
Jackson, deputy secretary of 
the Homeland Security 
Department, in a Washington 
Post story. 

Critics would take issue 
with Jackson's comment that 
the initial ban was an example 
of "common sense." The ban 
prompted many complaints 
from travelers who apparently 
were incapable of placing toi- 
letries in checked bags. 

The decision to revise the 
policy does make sense. 

Officials evaluated the liq- 
uid bomb threat and made 
changes accordingly. However, 
the adjustments likely are to 
create problems of their own. 

Undoubtedly, some people 



will bring containers of liquid 
that exceed the 3-ounce re- 
quirement. Also, the items 
have to be in a clear plastic, 
quart-sized or smaller zi- 
plocked bag. 

Some items can exceed the 
3-ounce limit, such as saline 
solution, eye drops and pre- 
scription medicine. Also, 
items such as bottles of water 
bought inside the airport now 
can be taken aboard. 

Figuring out what is and is 
not OK will not be fun for pas- 
sengers or for airport security 
officials. At O'Hare 
International Airport, people 
already were complaining. 
The Associated Press reported 
people in line hunting for 
plastic baggies. 

Here's a suggestion; If you 
are flying and you know that 
there are fairly tight security 
measures for any liquid items, 
put the items in checked lug- 
gage. Only bring aboard stuff 
that you might really need, 
such as prescription medi- 
cine. 

And, instead of complain- 
ing and whining over a minor 
inconvenience, try to remem- 
ber that airport security offi- 
cials are only trying to do 
their job.

It's hard to turn down a su- 
persize, and extra-large portion 
at a restaurant. You tell your- 
self a few extra fries here or a 
large soda there isn't a big 
deal. Or maybe it's a salad 
and you convince yourself it's 
still healthy, even if you eat a 
dinner-size portion at 
lunchtime. It won't do any 
harm, right? 

It's important to eat small 
portion sizes to stay healthy 
and ward off obesity.

3. Use fluoride. Everyone 
can benefit from fluoride mouth 
rinses or toothpastes. Fluoride 
strengthens developing teeth 
and helps prevent decay in chil- 
dren and adults. Toothpastes 
and mouthwashes are good 
sources of fluoride. 

4. Brush and floss to remove 
plaque. Everyone should brush 
and floss at least once a day 
(preferably twice or after every 
meal) to help remove plaque, the 
bacteria tliat constantly forms on 
your teeth. If plaque isn't re- 
moved every day, it can combine 
with sugars to form acids that 
lead to tooth decay, gingivitis and 
other periodontal diseases.

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Green architecture looks to grow, educate others in years to come

To earn certification, a project must 
meet certain prerequisites and perform- 
ance benchmarks within each categoiy. 
Projects receive silver, gold or platinum 
certification. 

Bill Sturm, co-founder of Northbrook- 
based Serena Sturm Architects, said 
LEED certification has lent legitimacy to 
green architecture by setting sucli stan- 
dards. The scorecard and ranked certifi- 
cations, he said, also foster a sense of com- 
petition that makes for better building. 

Sturm worked in conjunction with tlie 
preserve's in-house architect to design the 
center. Since 1983, his firm has designed 
other structures, from Indiana to 
Wisconsin, that exemplify green architec- 
ture. Sturm said his firm strives to save 30 
percent in energy uses in most green ar- 
chitecture projects, but hopes to cut 40 to 
50 percent from the center's bill. 

Sustainable building has not caught on 
as Sturm expected at first. 

"I would have unagined consistent 
growth [in interestl over the decades," he 
said. Instead, Sturm said he has witnessed 
a curve in popularity that has grown 
steeper with time. 

Sturm explained that energy efficiency 
drove development in sustainable archi- 
tecture years ago as a "product of oil em- 
bargo concerns." 

"Wliat happened, it seems, is we have 
tended as a society not to respond as im- 
mediately as I thought we needed to, to 
those stresses," Sturm said. "In fact, we 
forgot about some of tiiose oil embargo 
problems. [But] in the last five to seven 
years, a lot of those effects have come 
back to roost. The problems we have in

Middle East seem to underscore concerns 
toward energy usage." 

Last year, the state of Washington en- 
acted green building legislation. Sturm 
cited the nortliwest region of the United 
States as the nation's most progressive 
when it comes to green architecture. 

"The state of Illinois is probably one of 
the laggards," he said. "[I] hope as things 
go forward tliat they are a little more vi- 
sionary" 

Adam Gervasio, of Lincolnshh^, at- 
tended the event Oct. 1. Gervasio, 17, de- 
signed a rain garden in front of the center 
as an Eagle Scout project. 

Gervasio attends Stevenson High 
School and plans to study environmental 
science or engineering at the University 
of lUinois at Chicago . 

He cited "learning about tlie ecosystem 
and hydraulics," as well as the wider im- 
pact of his project upon tlie preserve site, 
as the most valuable and interesting 
things that he derived from his experi- 
ence.

The Ryerson Woods Welcome Center Incorporates various energy-saving technologies and re- 
source-savvy design strategies, which include those listed below. 

•A roof made from recycled materials will last 50 years, versus the 15-to-20-year life span of a 
typical shingled roof. 

•Drip chains allocate rainwater collected from the roof to rain gardens on site. Rainwater also en- 
ters cisterns, which hold fluid until it is needed in the event of a fire. 

•Porous asphalt forms the floor to the center's parking lot. Below, the surface, granular fill - a 
combination of limestone and river rocks filters the water. Normally, water exits the lot as run-off 
and into water bodies without the filtration benefits of the rocks and microbes in the soil that di- 
minish the quantity of petrochemicals and other substances that can accumulate on surfaces of 
parking lots. Because water sinks and does not sit, liquid does not settle into cracks and cause 
damage from the freeze-thaw cycle, thus extending the life of the lot. 

•Automatic pilot: Programmable thermostats, automatic toilets, motion detectors used for light- 
ing. 

•Wheatboard serves as the material of choice for shelving, surfaces, and walls throughout the 
center. The material comes from refuse stalks leftover from wheat harvests, which turn yearly. 

•Recycled materials comprise bathroom tiles, concrete flooring, entry mats, and carpeting. 
Carpet also is installed In squares, making it more affordably and easily replaceable. 

•Exposed insulation jives with the surrounding environment's aesthetic - also key in green archi- 
tecture - and saves costs and materials because of lack of drywall and reduction in energy costs 
from the minimization of leaks. 

•It will take eight years to make back the preserve's investment into the center's geothermal ex- 
change system, in which tubes containing 55-degree antifreeze liquid run under the building and 
thereby set a permanent starting point from which the center's heating.and cooling system does its 
work, whether the outdoor temperature is, respectively, 90 or 30 degrees.

Even with some controversy, 
Waukegan School District 60 
didn't have to look very far for 
an atliletic director. 

Jefferson Middle School 
assistant principal and long- 
time Waucbnda High School 
coach Mel Washington was 
named intermi athletic director. 

His first day was on Sept. 18. 

Washington will replace for- 
mer athletic director Rolando 
Vazquez, who manned the post 
until the end of the last school 
year before departing for the AD 
position at Lake Zurich high 
school. 

Washington hopes to brmg 
some stability to the post as 
there was some contention over 
the position as former boys bas- 
ketball coach Brian Colbert 
resigned because of disagree- 
ments over whether or not he 
could continue to serve as the 
school's basketball coach while 
fulfilling the duties as an AD. 

District 60 Superintendent 
Dr. Donaldo Batiste refused to 
permit Colbert from applying 
for the position because of a dis- 
trict policy that states a person 
who serves as an athletic direc- 
tor may not also coach a sport. 

Even with the. policy, 
Washington has done his fair 
share of coaching at Waukegan. 
He served as the boys sopho- 
more basketball coach for 26 



years, coached track and field 
for 33 years and headed the 
sophomore football team for 33 
years. In addition to those long 
tenures, he also coached the 
sophomore soccer team in 1980 
and 1981. 

"My entire educational 
cai'eer has been with Waukegan 
Public Schools," Washington 
said. "I started in 1970 and 
taught science, math, physical 
education, summer school coor- 
dinator, associate principal at 
the ninth-grade center, assistant 
principal at Jefferson [Middle 
School]." 

While Washington has been 
semi-retired, he still served as a 
part-time assistant principal for 
the past two years..

Well, too bad, fella! The law 
is the law and ignorance is no 
excuse! 

Something very similar 
seems to be happening on the 



Fox Chain of Lakes. It seems 
that the US. Coast Guard is 
warning and citing fishing 
guides for not having valid 
Captain's licenses. 

A Captain's license? Isn't 
that just a requirement for the 
guys running charters out on 
the big waters of Lake 
Michigan? Well, the answer is 
"no" and there aren't any 
"buts" about it. 

It seems that the Fox Chain 
is considered a "Federally 
Navigable Waterway" What 
the heck does that term mean? 
The layman would say that it is 
a waterway that leads to the 



ocean or to the Great Lakes, 
where big cargo boats travel. 

The U.S. 
Army Corps 
of Engineers 
defmes these 
waterways 
as the follow- 
ing: 

"Navigable 
waters of the 
United 
States are 
those waters

been used in the past, or may 
be susceptible for use to trans- 
port mterstate or foreign com- 
merce." 

Ah, now I see! What I thmk 
they are saying is that at some 
point in time you could get in a 
canoe or boat and go down the 
Fox River to the Illinois, which 
you could then take to the 
mighty Mississippi. Another 
1,000 miles or so and you'd be at 
the Gulf of Mexico on your 
way to the Atlantic and then 
Europe, Asia, who knows? The 
possibilities are limitless. 

Of course, once the towns 
along the Fox began erecting 
the 14 or so dams that impeded 
boat traffic, you couldn't get 
much south of the lock at 
McHenry That doesn't make a 
difference as the law says that 
if it was once navigable, it's 
always navigable. 

Congress named which bod- ■ 
ies of water were Federally 
Navigable Waterways decades 
ago. The only way to have a 
body of water di'opped from the 
list would be by an Act of 
Congress. With a war in 
progress, the ever-present 
threat of terrorism and a sag- 
ging economy, I am sure that 
the Fox Chain of Lakes isn't on 
Page 1 of any federally elected 
official's day planner. . 

So what's the big deal about 
havmg to get a Captain's 
license? Passmg the test is akin 
to passing the bar exam for 
lawyers. You have to study for 
weeks, virtually memorize a 
couple of lengthy rules, pass a 
physical, and the best chance of 
passing comes from enrolling 
in a class. 

You are expected to know 
things like being able to differ- 
entiate the shapes of ships in 
light and dark conditions. Yes, I 
said "ships," like in battleships, 
destroyers and submarines. I 
once heard of a guy who was so 
inebriated that he swore he saw 
a WWn U-boat on Lake 
Catherine, but that's a story for 
a different time. 

You face a possible total cost 
of between $2,000-$3,000. That's 
a pretty steep price to pay for 
the privilege of taking a pair of 
passengers out for a day of 
fishhig in a 16-foot boat. 

In my estimation, tliere are 
about 40 guides operating on 
the Chain in a season and I 
don't think a single one has pj,^ 



Captam's license. I don't even 
think they know that they are 
in violation of the law. 

Oh, by the way, the penalty 
for taking on passengers for 
hire on a FederaUy Navigable 
Waterway begins at $500 and 
can run up to $27,500. 

I queried one guide about 
the issue. I had to hold the 
phone away from my ear as he 
responded. 

"I've been guiding for years 
and never heard such a thing. 
Who needs a Captains license 
on the Cham? How stupid!" 

Note - 1 am not here to 
dump on the U.S. Coast Guard. 
That said, I think they ought to 
stick to the functions of saving 
lives, keeping waterways free 
from obstruction, making sure 
tliat watercraft are properly 
outfitted, and protecting our 
shores from the threat of ter- 
rorism. 

I called the Coast Guard. As 
a matter of fact, I made a dozen 
calls and I had a hard time get- 
ting defmitive answers. * 
After some tune, I spoke 
with Commander Tracy 
Wannamaker, Chief of 
Response from Milwaukee. I 
asked why the U.S. Coast Guard 
found it necessary to cite 
guides for not having the prop- 
er license and even asked if 
they could just look the other 
way. 

She answered, "The decision 
to change license requirements 
is far beyond us. Ignore the 
law? No, sir! The laws are on 
the books and they are meant 
to be enforced." 

So there we have it, at least 
for now. You can go to Chicago 
and pick up a taxicab driver's 
license far more easily than 
you would if you were to 
attempt to get a Captain's 
license.

You may vote by absentee ballot if you: 

• expect to be absent from the\^

• are employed as an election judge 
not in your home polling place, are 
an election worker, or will perform 
official duties on Election Day. 

• are observing a religious holiday 
which prevents your presence at 
the polls.

There are many reasons 
why you might sell your 
home — bigger space 
requirements, job 
relocation, grown 
up children, trou- 
ble making the 
mortgage pay- 
ments, or unsafe, 
community, to 
name a few. One 
thing remains 
constant: You 
want to get the 
best price you can 
for the place you've called 
home. 

Putting your house on the 
market is more than just, list- 
ing your home with a real-es- 
tate agent and letting her do 
the rest of the work. It requu*es 
some elbow grease and ingenu- 
ity on the part of the owner to 
make the home appeal to the 
widest possible buying audi- 
ence. And that means you'll get 
more offers and most likely a 
quick sale. These changes 
need not he major repairs that 
break tlie piggy bank, but inex- 
pensive cosmetic improve- 
ments. Here is advice on how 
to enhance the appearance of 
your home as you get ready to 
put it on the market: 

Curb appeal. It's critical to 
make a good first impression 
when potential buyers puU up 
In front of your house.

If you are finding it hard to 
decide on a specific varietyv 
Daffodil Depot is offering a spe- 
cial collection called the 
Daffodil 100, This unique as- 
sembly is a virtual encyclope- 
dia of daffodils, which are also 
referred to as Narcissus or 
JonquOs, running the gamut of 
colors (from yellow to orange to 
pink to white) with different 
flower types and very early to 
late blooming varieties. 
According to Tim Schipper, 
"The Daffodil 100 offers garden- 
ers the chance to experience 100 
different varieties of daffodils 
during an 8 week pageant, 
which runs from late winter 
through late spring."

Pimpernel (yellow with a tan- 
gerine nose) and Accent (an 
American bred pink cup) are 
among Schipper's favorites.

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Motorcycle safety an abscslnte must 



If recent sports history has 
taught us anything, it's that 
even the world's best athletes 
aren't safe from accidents. This 
past June, Pittsburgh Steelers 
quarterback Ben 

Roethlisberger, who earlier in 
the year, at the ripe old age of 
23, became the youngest start- 
ing quarterback to ever guide 
his team to a Super Bowl vic- 
tory, was badly injured in a 
motorcycle accident. The 6- 
foot-5-inch signal caller, who 
had been riding motorcycles 
for years, wasn't wearing a 
helmet. 

Roethlisberger's accident 
was one of many motorcycle 
mishaps involving professional 
athletes. Cleveland Browns 
tight end Kellen Winslow lost 
an entire season to a motorcy- 
cle accident, while former 
Chicago Bulls guard Jay 
Williams might have lost his 
entire career to one. 

What these accidents should 
illustrate to motorcycle riders 
across the globe is the neces- 
sity for safety each and every 
time you get on your bike. 
Though often associated with a 
rebellious, carefree lifestyle, 
motorcycle riding can, and 
often has, proven fatal to those 
who don't follow the necessary 
precautions. 

• Drive defensively. 
Motorcycle .drivers need to 
drive defensively, perhaps 
more so than auto drivers. 
Many motorists don't feel com- 
fortable sharing the highway 
with motorcycle riders. Nerves 
often set in, and drivers of cars 
or trucks tend to drive more of- 
fensively than they .normally 
would, hoping to pass motorcy- 
clists as quickly as possible. 
This makes things extra diffi- 
cult for bikers, who- don't have 
.nearly as much protection from 
an accident as someone driving 
a two-tonpickup truck. Always 
pay attention to what the driv- 
ers around you are doing and 
always keep your eyes on the 
road. Expect the drivers 
around yoii, to be wary and un- 



comfortable, and drive accord- 
ingly. 

A good rule of thumb is to 
imagine you're invisible to 
other motorists. When driving 
down the highway, position 
yourself to be seen by your fel- 
low motorists, and never sneak 
up on them. That is why many 
other bikers have loud pipes on 
their bikes — to make sure 
they're heard if not seen. Do 
your best to stay out of blind 
spots, as well 

• Know the road conditions. 
While a pothole won't do much 
damage to a car, it can be very 
dangerous when driving a mo- 
torcycle. Even puddles can be 
danger pits for bikers. Some 
bikers also ride off center in a 
lane to avoid the slippery zone 
caused by leaking fluid, etc. 
from cars who frequent major 
roads. 

When driving on wet roads, 
realize that even the painted 
lines and directionals on the 
roads are substantially more 
dangerous when wet than when 
they're dry, so always slow 
down when crossing such spots. 
Also exercise significant cau- 
tion, such as slowing down a lot 
more than you normally might, 
when coming up on obstacles on^ 
wet roads. 

• Wear protective gear. Part 
of what scared football fans so 
much when word leaked about 
Roethlisberger' s accident was 
the knowledge he wasn't wear- 

'ing a helmet at the time he col- 
lided with another vehicle. 
This can be very dangerous, 
and many who later com- 
mented on the Roethlisberger 
incident admitted he was lucky 
to escape the accident, which 
required hours of surgery on 
his face, without major head in- 
juries. While helmet laws vary 
from state to state, riding with- 
out a helmet is a foolish and un- 
necessary risk, one that new 
riders especially should never 
take. 

In addition to a helmet, wear 
the right clothing as well. 
Proper gloves (non-slip durable 



- -'1 



gloves), pants (protective 
leathers), jackets (again, 
leather and always long 
sleeved) and shoes (leather 
boots) could be your sole line of 
defense if you get in an acci- 
dent. Any motorcycle shop will 
be able to recommend, if not 
sell, you the proper attire. 
Remember, safety comes before 
looks, so get the safest clothing 
possible. If you'll be driving at 
night, bright uppers are recom- 
mended, as you'll be far more 
visible to other motorists. 

• Buy the right bike. 
Motorcycles aren't like cars, 
where one size essentially fits 
all. You should be able to reach 
the ground with both feet when 
sitting on your motorcycle. In 
addition, you should be able to 
reach the controls easily.. If 
you're planning oh having pas- 
sengers, make sure you have a 
passenger seat and accompany- 
ing footrests for your passen- 
ger. 

First-time buyers are often 
overwhelmed by how much 
power a bike has as well. While 
everyone envisions hitting the 
road and tearing off at high* 
speeds, it's important to note 
that the more powerful a bike 
is, the heavier it is. This is es- 
sential knowledge because 
you'll need a bike you can push 
or lift in the- event of an acci- 
dent. 

Also consider the use of the 
bike. Dirt bikes, for instance, 
should never be taken on the 
highway, and street bikes 
should not be used to go off- 
roading. 

• Don't rush into things. This 
is an area that causes lots of ac- 
cidents. The Bulls' Williams, 
for instance, admitted after his 
accident he barely knew how to 
drive his motorcycle at the 
time of his crash. Similar to a 
teenager going to driving 
school, prospective bikei's 
should take lessons — many 
states mandate courses prior to 
licensing. Driving a car and 
riding a motorcycle are two 
yery different thingq. Ji^st .be-

Not only is now a good time 
to check your furnace and seal 
up the craicks around windows 
and doors, you should get your 
car ready for winter as well. 

The colder months ahead can 
really take their toll on your ve- 
hicle, especially if you live up 
north or in the Midwest. A few 
simple preventative measures 
taken now will keep your car 
both working and looking good 
during the long, harsh winter 
ahead. 

A good place, to start is by 
checking your tires. You need to 
make sure the hot pavement 
you were driving on all summer 
long' didn't wear the tread on 
your tures down. If it did, stop- 
pmg on wet roads in the fall and 
winter will be difficult because 
your tires will tend to hy- 
droplane. 

*" To check the tread," all you 
need is a Lincoln penny. Insert 
Abe's head into the tread in a 
couple of spots on each tire. If 
you see the entire top of his 



head, . your 
tread is less 
than one-six- 
teenth of an 
inch deep -- 
below the 
level where 
you can count 
on it in slip- 
pery condi- 
tions. Time to 
replace your 
tires. 

Since dirt 
ages a car and attacks paint- 
work, now is also a good time to 
get your vehicle washed and 
waxed.* As a rule of thumb, it's a 
good idea to wash your car or 
truck every week or two, more 
often if you regularly drive 
through dut. 

Most brands of wax recom- 
mend you reapply once a 
month. 

Here are some other things 
the pros at the National 
Institute, "for Automotive 
Service .Excellence (ASE) rec- 
ommend you take care of before 
winter arrivies; . 

•Have a qualified auto tech- 
nician check the condition of 
your battery and cables, plus 




the radiator, and aU hoses. and 
belts. 

• The cooling system/radia- 
tor should be completely 
flushed and refilled as recom- 
mended. The level, 'condition 
and concentration • of the 
coolant/antifreeze should be 
checked periodically. (Never re- 
move the radiator cap until the 
engine.has thoroughly cooled!) 

• Make certain the heater and 
defroster are in good working 
condition;*have the exhaust sys- 
tem examined for leaks, a poten- 
tially deadly condition in closed 
vehicles.. 

• Replace worn wiper blades 
and keep plenty of washer fluid 
on hand to fight road salt, grit 
and other grime.

PUrchashig a vehicle is an ex- 
pensive venture. Sticker prices 
on average vehicles typically 
stray above the $30,000 mark 
across the board. According'to a 
2004 report by CNN, prices seem 
to clunb by 2 or 3 percent each 
year. With such a tug on the wal- 
let, many dealerships offer cre- 
ative financing and incentives 
so buyers can reign in that num- 
ber. 

However, just when a buyer 
sits down with their salesperson 
to hammer out the sales con- 
tract - content with the negoti- 
ated figure - the long list of ex- 
tras is presented. This can in- 
clude everything from auto ac- 
cessories to extended war- 
ranties. And the fact of the mat- 
ter is, most you don't even need. 



Consider these items you 

can take a pass on: 

. , .1. Dealer prep fees; The man- 

iifactiirer- pays the dealership to 



prepare the vehicle for you and 
you shouldn't be charged for it. 
However, it always is included 
on'your biU. Refuse this unnec- 
essary fee. 

2. VIN etching: With this serv- 
ice, the vehicle identification 
number (VIN) is permanently 
etched into the windows to help 
deter theft. Some auto-insur- 
ance carriers wiU offer a dis- 
count for VIN etching, but that 
doesn't.mean you have to pay 
top dollar to have the dealership 
do it.

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Local filmmaker debuts short at Chicago festival

In the film "Cranium Theater," a 
farmer struggles to maintain posses- 
sion of his crops, as various individuals 
appear on his land, staking claim to the 
fruits of his labor. 

The plot sounds straightforward 
enough, reminiscent even of the type of 
classic American working-class tale 
that would make John Steinbeck proud. 

However, in the hands of filmmaker 
Jason Sandri, that's not quite the case. 
That was evident recently, as he showed 
off the characters that star in his stop- 
motion animated short, which wOl 
make its debut Oct. 7 at the Chicago 
International Film Festival. The farmer, 
for instance, has a large brain sitting 
atop his long, thin neck in place of a 
human head. A debt collector has a 
parking meter hovering above his black 
suit and diamond-patterned tie, rather 
than the hard-hearted face such a char- 
acter might have in a live-action film. 

This is the world of "Cranium 
Theater," which took Sandri, 20, his en- 
tire final year at Columbia College in 
Chicago to complete. 

The seven-minute short was filmed 
at his parent's house in Grayslake, 
where he constructed a small stage for 
the set out of two-by-fours in the base- 
ment. The five characters in the film are 
models, about 36 inches tall each, that 
Sandri built using aluminum wire, PVC 
piping and foam. 

Each model was filmed in the stop 
motion method, a painstaking process 
in which the model is moved 24 times a 
frame to convey fluid motion, with each 
frame comprising 1 second of footage. 

Sandri said he was drawn to the stop 
motion method at a young age, influ- 
enced by Hollywood producer and spe- 
cial effects wizard, Ray Harryhausen, 
one of the pioneers of the method. 

"I always was interested in it," 
Sandri said. "When I was a kid I used to 
use the camcorder to make [shorts] with 
action flares and stuff" 

"Cranium Theater" follows the 
farmer character, who plants pieces of 
his brain in his field tliat sprout minia-

ture brains, which are coveted by the 
other characters hi the film. The farmer 
is approached by the debt collector, a 
priest (who has a book with a cross on 
the cover in place of the head), and two 
military officials (whose heads are re- 
placed by bullets). 

Each character walks away with one 
of the brains, until the farmer has noth- 
ing left. 

The Chicago International Film 



Festival Web site calls Sandri's film, "a 
quirky critique of the excessive de- 
mands of church and state." But the 
young filmmaker, who graduated from 
Columbia in May, said he was hesitant 
to present his film as any specific moral 
fable, pointing out that he was careful 
not to make the military officials' uni- 
forms resemble any U.S. garb. 

"I don't want to touch on any [sensi- 
tive] subject that I was not intending to

Audiences will have the chance to inter- 
pret the film for themselves during three 
screenings of "Cranium Theater," which 
was selected to run in a collection of shorts 
called, ironically enough, "Homegrown." 

Sandri added there was a little extra vin- 
dication for his film being included. Last, 
year it was not selected for Columbia's an- 
nual showcase of student works, "the Big 
Screen." 

He can laugh about it now, as "Cranium 
Theatre" will soon be seen by audiences 
during the biggest cinematic event Chicago 
has to offer. 

Anyone seeing the film will likely have a 
chance to talk to tlie director about his 
work, as he said he plans to attend each 
screening during the festival. 

"I plan on going to all of them just to sort 
of see the reaction and what people think of 
it," he said. 

Sandri said he plans to submit "Cranium 
Theater" to some other festivals throughout 
the U.S., after which he will likely leave 
Chicago for the city where he has the best 
chance to land a full-time job in stop-motion 
animation.

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Court's imeven 'Raisin' comes up short

Court Theatre, continuing a com- 
mitment to revive the classics, opens 
its season with "Raisin," a 1973 musi- 
cal adaptation of playv/right Lorrain 
Hansberry's 1959 play, "A Raisin in 
the Sun."

"Raisin" tells the story of a black 
family's dreams for a better life. 
Suddenly, with the imminent arrival 
of a sizable life insurance check, 
things are looking brighter for the 
aging Lena Younger (Ernestine 
Jackson, two-time Tony nominee in a 
powerful performance), the recently 
widowed matriarch who longs to 
leave the crowded apartment for a 
house with enough room for the ex^ 
tended family to spread its wings - 
even if the place she has set her 
sights on is in a part of the city yet to 
be integrated. 

Lena's proud son, Walter (David 
St. Louis), sees the money as a chance

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Local woman writes story about amazing recovery 



Despite the odds, 
brain stem injury 
victim survives 
serious accident

When 42-year-old Julie 
Paplevis awoke from a month- 
long coma 13 years ago, she 
had no idea how fortunate she 
was to be alive. Today, she fuUy 
recognizes how close she came 
to death. 

Papievls is the survivor of a 
severe brain stem injury. In 
1993, the car she was driving 
was struck by another vehicle. 
"The accident left the then-29- 
year-old woman partially para- 
lyzed. Doctors were not sure if 
she would survive. 

After waking from her 
coma, Papievis stunned med- 
ical personnel with the speed 
and extent of her recovery. Her 
book, "Go Back and Be Happy," 
explains how her near-death 
experience and recovery 
changed her life. 

"People want to know more 
about the struggle and the 
near-death experience," 

Papievis said. "It's been that 
way since the beginning. The 
more I have educated myself, 
the more I have realized how 
amazing this was. This has 
been a gift to me." 

The story 

While driving to her older 
sister's house, Papievis' be- 
came paralyzed from a severe 
brain stem injury. She was 
making a left-hand turn and 
was hit by another car that ran 
a red light. About a month 
later, she awoke from a coma 
with no knowledge of the acci- 
dent. 

From that day on, Papievis 
spent countless hours in reha- 
bilitative therapies. She had to 
re-learn how to walk, talk, eat 
and take care of herself. 

For a woman who had been 
training for a biathlon, life was 
incredibly difficult - both 
physically and emotionally. 
PapiiBvis said she often won- 
dered why she had survived at 
all. ■

with every part of [my] body," 
she said. "Eye sight, arm use, 
swallowing.

In between working part^ 
time for a law firm and volun- 
teering at several Chicago-area 
medical institutions, Papievis . 
wrote her book with co-author 
Margaret McSweeney. 

At first, she said, she didn't 
feel the need to tell her miracu- 
lous tale. But many people con- 
vinced her to share her story, 

"To me, this wasn't a mira- 
cle," Papievis said. "I thought, 'I 
just want to get back to my life.' 
But this is obviously some- 
thing, that people care about 
and think about. Someone has 
to get the word out." 

Papievis said it was 
McSweeney's talent as a writer 
that pulled her story together. 
Once started, the project was 
completed within months. The 
book was published last May. 

A "Go Back and Be Happy" 
book discussion and signing is 
scheduled to take place at 11:30 
a.m. on Thursday, Nov. 9, at the 
Union League Club in Chicago.

Idi Amin (Forest Whitaker), 
the President of Uganda from 
1971 untU 1979, admired all 
things Scottish. One of the ti- 
tles he bestowed on himself 
after assuming office was the 
King of Scotland. As much as 
he loved Scotland, he despised 
England. Amin served in the 
Scottish military, and four of 
his sons had Scottish names. 

This film, adapted from the 
novel by Giles Foden (who is 
one of the screenwriters as 
well), is touted as being "hi- 
spired by real events and peo- 
ple." There's a lot of creative li- 
cense borrowed here. The other 
two co-writers are Peter 
-Morgan ("The Queen") and 
Jeremy Brock ("Mrs. Brown").

The story is seen through 
the eyes of a young Scottish 
doctor who becomes a confi- 
dant of Amin and witness to a 
gruesome history It begins in 
1970 Scotland, where the doctor, 
played by Nicholas Garrigan 
(McAvoy), has just finished 
medical school. 

He takes a post in Uganda to 
get away from his doctor father 
and his doting mother. The 
character Garrigan does not 
appear in the book, but there 
was a Scottish businessman in 
Amin's inner circle. The com- 
posite created for the film is 
much younger, brasher and cer- 
tainly sexier than his counter- 
part in the text. He is naive and 
caught up in the romanticism 
of Africa. He seduces a lovely, 
young African woman on his 
bus ride to the remote outpost, 
and once he arrives, Garrigan 
is captivated by the older doc- 



tor's wife, Sarah (Gillian ' 
Anderson), and begms an affair 
with her. 

Amin has just come into 
power, and he draws crowds in 
the poor villages as he gives 
speeches, promising freedom 
and improved conditions. 
Garrigan is enthralled by 
Amin's charisma and the ex- 
citement of the rally Sarah 
tries to warn him of Amin's du- 
plicity 

Amin's hand is hurt in a 
road accident just outside the 
village, and Garrigan takes 
care of the injury quickly and 
handles the situation that 
caused the problem quite deci- 
sively Amin immediately likes 
Garrigan, especially when he 
discovers he is Scottish. He 
asks Garrigan to come to work 
for him at the new hospital m 
Kampala. Garrigan declines 
the offer. 

But once Garrigan is in 
Kampala on other business, he 
is lured into accepting the posi- 
tion by Amin's extravagant 
gifts of an apartment, a 
Mercedes convertible and 
women. He becomes Amin's 
personal physician and confi- 
dante; in Amin's words, "my 
closest advisor."

It can 
bring on a range of emotions from 
guilt to denial to anxiety to fear. 

Women feel like they have lost 
control of their lives and are over- 
whelmed by all the decisions they 
have to make. According to the 
National Cancer Institute, some fac- 
tors that influence coping include the 
stage of cancer, your age, your 
course of treatment, and your sup- 
port system. 

But there are some genera! cop- 
ing tips. Follow the coping mecha- 
nism that works best for you. 

R Reduce the stress of daily life by 
letting things go. You don't have to 
do everything on your to-do list 

R Turn to a support group. You'll 
meet people who are enduring the 
same experience as you. If a group 
support system isn't your style, turn 
to a family member, friend, coun- 
selor or a member of the clet^ with

% Treat yourself. Rent a movie 
you've always wanted to see, read a 
beach book that offers no Intellectual 
stimulation or take a long bubble 
bath.

% Don't go nonstop all day long. 
Take time out for naps. Even a 1 5- 
or 20-mInute snooze can improve 
your overall mood. 

S Try to see the bright side of 
breast cancer. It can give you a re- 
newed appreciation for life or help 
you rekindle old friendships or form 
new ones. 

% It's okay to ask for a hug! People 
will be more than happy to give one 
to you.

As 
such, there has been much health 
hype lately, particularly for the sen- . 
lor woman. But paying attention to 
a healthy lifestyle is something that 
should begin early on in a woman's 
life and be customized to her 
needs as she ages, 

20s 

Women on the tail end of ado- 
lescence and beginning their adult 
lives may be In prime health. 
However, it's never too earfy to 
start planning for your future. 
Throughout your life, you require 
calcium as an essential mineral for 
bone health and strength - some- 
thing that diminishes as you age. 
During your 20s, you need 1,000 
mg daily, which can be comprised 
of calcium-rich foods lil<e dairy 
products and a combination of sup- 
plements. 

At this time, you should also 
begin regular gynecological exams, 
particularly if you're sexually active. 
A Pap test, which checks for the 
likelihood of cervical cancer, as 
well as a routine examisation, Is 
advised every six months. An 
OB/GYN will also be able to advise 
you on birth control methods, if 
desired, or information if you're 
considering starting a family in the 
near future. Your doctor can also 
show you how to perform a self 
breast examination to check for 
lumps that may be cancerous. 

Although you may be fit, think 
about changing your diet by reduc- 
ing the amount of fat you eat and 
Increasing your intake of fruits and 
vegetables. Whole grains can re- 
duce your risk for heart disease, 
stroke and cancer. And if you've 
never smoked - don't start now! 

30s 

Women are remaining fertile 
longer than in past years.

Therefore, 
much of the attention 
you'll place on health 
may revolve around 
your decision to con- 
ceive. If you're planning 
on having a child soon, 
it is a good idea to speak to your 
OB/GYN about a prescription for 
folic acid. This supplement has 
been shown to reduce the risk of 
some birth defects and therefore is 
something essential for mothers- 
to-be. 

If you've been lax on visiting the 
dentist, get back into a routine 
with checkups and cleanings. 
Tooth and gum health can actually 
affect other areas of the body. In 
^ct, advanced gum disease has 
been linked to stroke in some peo- 
ple. By keeping your mouth 
healthy, you'll be keeping your en- 
tire body healthy as well. 

40s 

This transitional time of life can 
be a roller coaster of emotions. 
You're moving out of your child- 
bearing years and toward 
menopause. This is the time when 
you're officially "aging." You're no 
longer building bone mass; in fact, 
you could be slowly losing it Your 
metabolism may have also started 
to slow down, resulting in a soften- 
ing of body shape. 

Visiting the doctor may become 
more commonplace in this decade. 
You should begin annual fecal oc- 
cult tests to check for blood in 
your stool - an Indication of possi- 
ble colon cancer. You should also 
begin annual mammograms. 

Diabetes is a disease that can 
occur with age, so if you have any 
risk factors for it, such as a heredi- 
tary predisposition, ask your doc- 
tor if you can be tested. Since bone 
density can deteriorate as you age, 
you may also want to undergo a 
bone-density test before you start . 
menopause, to use a baseline for 
measuring future bone toss. 

Menopause may have already 




started or be right around the cor- 
ner. Menopause is basically like pu- 
berty in reverse - you may feel 
similar symptoms, such as irritabil- 
ity, irregular periods, mood swings 
and sleep disturbances. Exercise, 
supplements and talking with a 
healthcare provider can make this 
relatively short time in your life 
more manageable. 

50s 

Many people consider this 
decade "the prime of life" because 
you're free of menstruation (for 
most), free of your children (for 
most) and are able to enjoy life. 

At this stage In the game, skin 
health and care should be of top 
concern. Previous sun-tanning and 
misinformation from your youth 
may have resulted in age spots, 
wrinkling and dried-out skin. While 
you may not be able to reverse all 
effects, you can be smart about 
using sunblock, moisturizer and 
mild soaps on your delicate skin. 
Also, drink plenty of water to stay 
hydrated from the inside. You should 
roudnely check for any rnples or age 
spots that seem to transform in color 
or shape. These could be a sign of 
melanoma - an atl-too-common 
form of skin cancer. 

Continue with all routine exams 
and tests. If you've been getting 
mammograms every two years, 
you may want to make it an annual 
occurrence from here on In.

Normally cells have a set 
time span - they grow, they 
do the job our DNA pro- 
grams them to and when the 
time comes, they expire. 
When cells go bad, the 
mechanism for them to ex- 
pire fails to work. At the 
same time, they begin to rapidly 
reproduce and replace healthy 
cells with bad cells.

Common treatment options 
may include surgery (lumpec- 
tomy, mastectomy and Its varia- 
tions), chemotherapy and radia- 
tion or a combination of these.

The guidelines are pretty 
simple, but actually doing it can be 
difficulL 

The guidelines - don't use to- 
bacco, eat a well-balanced diet, ex- 
ercise and keep your body lean. Be 
familiar with your body - familiar 
enough to recognize any 
changes. Get regular check-ups 
and health screenings. 

On the environmental front, 
avoid obvious hazards and toxic 
materials. Wear protective cloth- 
ing or gear if/when you are exposed 
to hazardous materials. 

While you cannot control your 
genes, something to consider is 
genetic testing. Genetic testing 
may reveal if you are at a higher 
risk for certain diseases. Before 
undertaking any genetic testing, it 
is imperative to go through ge- 
netic counseling with a trained 
counselor. Once you are tested 
there are new issues that may 
arise, such as insurance issues, 
confidentiality and more.

snails that earjy trials have shown re- 
lieves some of the worst kinds of 
chronic pain, are in development at 
research laboratories right now. In 
feet, there are three FDA approved 
products already that have brought 
the heating power of the sea success- 
fully into the world of public health. 

Natural miracles from the sea 
have been used tn many medical ap- 
plications to date. For example, the 
rigid exoskeletons of marine coral 
can fill voids caused by fractures or 
other trauma in the upper, flared- 
out portions of long bones. Also, 
this particular type of coral has been 
approved as implants for bone loss 
around the root of a tooth and in 
certain areas of the skull. Scientists 



are examining the metabolites of 
single-celled plankton called dinofia- 
geilates, which National Cancer 
Institute tests have shown to have 
cancer-fighting potential. 

And, in a quest to find the 
proverbial 'fountain of youth,' scien- 
tists are researching compounds 
called pseudopterosins that are ex- 
tracted from the Caribbean sea 
whip, a type of coral that resembles 
shrubbery on the sea floor, to be 
used in age-defying skin care prod- 
ucts to minimize the appearance of 
wrinkles and treat skin irritations.

From 1 996 to 2000, there were 
2,003 female breast cancer diag- 
noses and 396 breast cancer deaths 
In Lake County. This rate is signifi- 
cantiy higher than the statewide 
breast cancer diagnosis rate. 
Despite lower diagnosis rates 
among African-American women, 
death rates for these women are 
similar to those of white women. 
This may be because minority 
women, more often that white 
women, are diagnosed with cancer 
that is already in a later stage. Later 
diagnosis Is often a result of 
decreased cancer screening. 

There is no known way to pre- 
vent breast cancer - early detection 
is the best protection. Doctors rec- 
ommend mammograms, clinical 
breast exams and breast self-exami- 
nation, which may detect breast 
cancer early in women. A recent 
Lake County study showed that 28 
percent of African American 
women in the county had never had 
a mammogram. Mammograms can 
detect breast cancer early enough 
to give an individual a better than 
90 percent chance of survival. — ^-^ 
Tiffany Bronk 
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How accurate is a 
mammogi'aiii 
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Studies have shovsm that the key to 
survival of breast cancer is early de- 
tection through the use of regular self- 
exams and the use of mammography. 
Early detection means a woman can 
receive treatment before the disease 
has a chance to grow and spread. 

Mammograms are interpreted or 
"read" by radiologists who are doc- 
tors specially trained to do so. 
Interpretations can be limited in some 
circumstances. For example, accord- 
ing to a study by the University of 
Washington School of Medicine, 
obese women had more than a 20% 
increased risk of having mammogra- 
phy results indicate cancer Is present 
when it is not (called a "false-posi- 
tive"). Dense breast tissue, as seen in 
younger women or those taking hor- 
mone replacements, may limit mam- 
mography readings since they can hide 
a tumor. Breast implants can also in- 
hibit clear access to the underlying 
breast tissue. 

Newer technologies exist to im- 
prove die accuracy of mammography. 
One such technology Is Computer 
Aided Detection (CAD). The system 
uses a computer formula to identify 
and mark abnormalities on the breast 
image. 

Dr. Peter A. Fetder, an independ- 
ent radiologist for over 32 years, prac- 
tices at Vista Healtii in Lake County, 
Illinois.

Also contributing to the accuracy 
of mammography is tiie radiologist's 
skill and experience. A University of 
California San Francisco Medical 
Center study identified that radiologists 
with over 25 years experience more 
accurately detected cancers. The radi- 
ologist should also specialize in mam- 
mography and read between 2,500 and 
4,000 mammograms annually. 

Mammograms remain the most ef- 
fective and valuable tool for detecting 
breast cancer. The American Cancer 
Society recommends that women age 
40 and older have mammograms 
every year. Studies from the National 
Cancer Institute show that 96 percent 
of women whose breast cancer is de- 
tected early live five or more years 
after treatment It is recommended 
that women seek out an imaging facil- 
ity that has experienced radiologists 
and a large patient volume. Women . 
with implants should ask the facility if 
it uses techniques to accommodate 
their special needs. Also recom- 
mended are facilities that have mag- 
netic resonance imaging (MRl) and 
Positron Emission Tomography (PET) 
should further analysis be needed. 
MRI and PET are.useful in detecting if 
cancer has spread.

I'll 
be ahead by a few touchdowns, 
and I'll make my ball carrier 
dive to the ground to avoid 
being tackled, but I'll fumble 
without even being touched by 
the other team. Are you kid- 
ding me? 

When artificial intelligence 
attacks, I keep anger turned 
outward and beat the stuffing 
out of "NHL 2Kr' and 
"Madden." 

Revenge must be carried out 
calmly Anger can make one 
overreact and play poorly So 
tlie key, Grasshopper, is to for- 
give and forget, work smart 
and beat the thing. Only after 
victory is it time to taunt the 
TV with little dances of vic- 
tory. 

Keeping anger in check is 
something video gamers and 
real atliletes have in common. 

When athletes run mtb trou- 
ble, the best response is to ig- 
nore them, or to "quickly 
refocus on the game and move 
forward," the Association for 
the Advancement of Applied 
Sport Psychology said in its 
study guide, titled "Resilience: 
•Bouncing Back Quickly'" 

"Successful athletes may ex- 
perience disappointment, 
anger, or frustration associated 
with adversity, but rather than 
being overcome by these emo- 
tions, they find ways to quickly 
bounce back," the AAASP said.

That also is good 
advice if you play two new

"NHL 
2K7" is the 
best hockey 
title of the 
past few 
years. The 
basics are 
clear: you run down the ice, 
pass the puck and score. But 
"NHL 2K7" nails these ele- 
ments without messing them 
up, as does tlie new "NHL '07" 
and some of "2K7's" predeces- 
sors. 

"2K7" also comes with a new 
cinematic look called 
"Cinemotion," the best visual 
innovation in a hockey game 
I've seen. The camera follows 
the action in a way a movie di- 
rector might. In past hockey 
games, such fancy camera an- 
gles have sacrificed game play 
for visuals. Not this year. It 
looks cool and plays fun. 

This year's "NHL '07" is a 
mess. My Xbox version of 
."NHL '07" doesn't play in 
widescreen mode, which is 
absurd. When I race down the 
ice, my men lose control of the 
puck - that's annoymg. Some of 
my own men accidentally 
bump me and make me lose the 
puck - that's aggravating. 

Yet, it's too easy for offense 
and defense to score. 

What's better about "NHL 
2K7" is the good artificial intel- 
ligence - when the game in- 
spects your patterns and puts 
up tailored defenses. 

AI is definitely not all bad. 
But bad AI is all terrible. Spot 
the difference. Take a deep 
breath. And knock that AI into 
next week.

Ten months ago, I would 
have told you I knew very little 
about the pit bull breed of dog. 
While I had read and heard the 
horrific reputation the dogs 
had of brutalizing other ani- 
mals and people, I also didn't 
fully believe any of the stories. 

Now, I can honestly say with' 
10 months of exposure to the 
breed, I have a better under- 
standing of the pit bull and . 
the bleak future it faces. 

As a humane investigator, I 
am often called to situations 
.regarding pit bulls. Pits tied 
outside 24/7 without food, 
water and shelter, and some- 
one ownhig a large number of 
pit bulls are the most common 
complaints. 

Some people call because of 
suspecting pit bull fightmg, or 
because they witnessed a pit 
buU being physically hit, 
punched or kicked. At first I 
got nervous when I had to go 
on a call with a pit because, 
frankly, I was afraid of getting 
hurt. But with experience on 
such calls, I am less afraid and 
more angry with the stupid, ig- 
norant, cruel people who own 
them. 

Several months ago, I re- 
ceived a call from a farm 



worker who heard a dog bark- 
ing in an abandoned barn on a 
neighboring farm. He went to 
investigate and found a pit bull 
tied to a pole inside the 
garbage-strewn barn. 

I arrived shortly after, not- 
ing the 90-degree temperature 
outside, and saw a brown and 
white pit bull tied with a cham 
to a pole. 
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The dog, so 
excited by 
seeing peo- 
ple, wagged 
his tail and 
jumped up 
and down. 
Releasing 
the dog from 
the pole, I 
noticed all 
the white 
scars around

his head and 
his front 



legs. He had been fought. 

With a lump in my throat, I 
stroked his sweet head, know- 
ing he had no future. 

A fought dog cannot be 
trusted because many believe 
. it is likely severely dog-aggres- 
sive. 

Zion and North Chicago 
seem to be hot spots for both 



breeding pit bulls and fighting 
them, which lead to nothing 
but harm for the anunals. 

Trying to explain to them 
that these dogs should not be 
bred, that shelters are over- 
flowing with them, that they 
are being killed at a huge rate, 
means nothing to these people. 

And by the way, not all pit 
bulls are vicious. Many of 
them are sweet, loyal dogs that 
are faithful to the very end, 
even when they are gettuig 
beaten over the head by their 
owner's.fist, sick as that is. 

But if you ask me, stricter 
laws have to be set in place. 
Huge fines and jail sentences 
are needed to stop people from 
using and abusmg these dogs, 
as well as any other breeds in 
the future. 

Further, there should be 
regulated breeding to start 
putting a dent in the overpopu- 
lation of dogs, which is de- 
stroying - literally - millions 
of wonderful dogs each year.

Exercising should 
not cause back pain 



Question: Do you hav6 any idea 
why I have terrible low back 
pain when exercising? 

Answer: I am happy to answer 
your question within the 
realm of my education as a 
Level ni C.H.E.K Practitioner. 

Since back pain during ex- 
ercise is common today, I coh* 
sider this to be a "red flag" 
that a person's body could be 
at greater risk of injury 

Once recognized, modifica- 
tions to correct this situation 
should be initiated immedi- 
ately. To help you avoid poten- 
tial injury, carefully consider 
the foUowing as a common 
cause of back pain when exer- 
cising. 

Muscle imbalances may 
cause low back pain during 
exercise. When a muscle be- 
comes short and tight, the 
muscle that is opposite the 
tight muscle will become long 
and weak. This creates an im- 
balance in the body 

To determine if this is the 
cause of your low back pain, 
try stretching tight muscles in 
the area you are feeling pain. 

If this eliminates your 
pain, you probably have cor- 
rected the muscle imbalance. 
A good example of this is 
when an Individual gets low 
back pain while performing 
crunches. If the relief is 
short-term, you may need to 
stretch the tight muscles be- 
tween each set while resting. 

If this does not work, you 
may want to seek the help of a 
physical therapist, chiroprac- 
tor, or naprapath. Or, fmd a 
C.H.E.K practitioner in your 
area by going to www.'chekin- 
stitute.com. 

Another reason for low 
back pain during exercise is a 
faulty recruitment of muscles. 
This may be caused by muscle . 
unbalance, pain, inactivity, or 
poor training. 

Faulty recruitment of mus- 
cles around joints exposes the 
joint to excessive compres- 
sion, torsion and shear - the 
primary enemy of jomts. If 
this goes unchecked by the 
muscular systeni inflamma- 
tion, pain andiiijury result. 




Pain in any muscle or joint 
may cause the same scenario. 
For example, if you injure one 
of your sacroiliac joints 
(joints in the low back below 
the waistline) in a fall, the 
pain will usually cause the 
gluteus medius muscles (lat- 
eral butt muscles) to shut 
down. If 
this goes un- 
attended, 
the body 
will use 
other mus- 
cles to stabi- 
lize the in- 
jured area. 
Those mus- 
cles become 
overworked, ' 
and other joints might become 
incorrectly stabilized because 
of faulty recruitment, which 
might become painful. Most 
likely, this injury will lead to 
low back pain. 

If you cannot track your 
problem to a specific incident, 
seek the help of a profes- 
sional. Performing any exer- 
cise that hurts only makes 
things worse. 

As you can see, there are 
many reasons why you may be 
experiencmg low back pain 
while exercishig. Remember, 
your goal should be to train, 
not drain! 

There is no reward for 
training in pain. Pain is an hi- 
dicator that damage is being 
done, not that damage is about 
to be done. 

Please, if you are hurting 
and you do not know why, fmd 
someone who can help you. 
Pain is the most powerful re- 
programming agent in the 
human body. 

. Exercising in pain trains 
the system to function incor- 
rectly. Exercise should be a 
fun, non-stressful activity 
Exercise should be a positive 
experience.

Bad days brought 
bland meat on boring bread. 
• Sack lunches ideally are 
nutritious, quick, easy and 
appealing to children. 
Finduig meals that meet all 
those criteria can be tricky - 
and nearly impossible-when 
you're dealing with picky 
eaters. 

I found some tips from di- . 
eticians and other parents, 
but would love for parents to 
share more ideas on my 
Everymom blog at 
NWHerald.com. As youll see 
on my blog, I'm also looking 
for nutritious breakfast 
ideas, as I'm told sendmg a 
child ofT to school with a 
toaster pastry (my daughter's 
latest breakfast request) is 
not a wise idea. 

Even just mixing it up a 
little witii peanut butter and 
raisin sandwiches could help 
somewhat, suggested 
Marilyn Tanner, a dietitian 
who studies children's eating 
habits and serves as a spokes- 
woman for the American 
Dietetic Association. 

Peanut butter and jeUy 
sandwiches aren't horrible, 
she said, as long as the jelly is 
Ihnited. She advised using 
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whole wheat bread. 

You could introduce differ- 
ent sandwiches, such as turkey, 
roast beef, or chicken salad, on 
the weekend in hopes that some 
stick. Mix it up with pita bread 
or tortillas. Or ti*y throwing 
cream cheese on lunch meat for 
a new spin, one parent sug- 
gested. 

Another parent suggested 
cinnamon raisin bread.spread 
with peanut 
butter and 
thin slices of 
apple. 

Tanner 
has found 
many chil- 
dren eat only 
chips and 
soda for 
lunch, so any 
type of sand- 
■^■^"^"^~~ wich a ch ild 
is willing to 
eat is an hnprovement. 

Parents also should offer nu- 
tritious side dishes, such as 
canned fruit or dried cereal in- 
stead of chips, she said. They 
should talk to their children 
about what they're willing to eat 
and take their children shop- 
ping with them, she said. 

"Even the container and 
package can make or break you 
when it comes to school lunch if 
its not 'cool,'" she said. 

To keep cold stuff cold, she 
suggested freezing a water bot- 
tle and putting it in with the

lunch. By lunchtime, the water 
is ready to drink. 

Avoid pre-packaged lunches, 
and make healthier versions, 
she said. And as with all meals, 
children typically like to dip, so 
provide yogurt or ranch dip for 
fruits and vegetables, several 
nutritionists suggested. 

David Grotto might be a di- 
etician and spokesman for tlie 
dietetic association, but as a fa- 
ther of three daughters, he 
struggles with the same chal- 
lenges. Presentation can make 
the difference. 

"I find I can sneak ina tuna 
fish salad if I cut the sandwich 
in the shape of a bunny," said 
Grotto, of Elmhurst. 

Dairy products, such as 
cheese and yogurt, and whole 
grains, including crackers, can 
come to the rescue, even if chil- 
dren don't always eat the "main 
course," he said.

Restaurants have whetted 
our appetites for appetizers, 
though some seem too fussy or

Add the 
rice, stir welt, reduce the heat to 
low, and cover the pan. Cook until 
the rice has absorbed all of the 
water and is coked through but 
still sticky, about 15 minutes. 
Remove from the heat and let 
cool for a few minutes. Stir in the 
eggs and cheese and season with 
the remaining one-half teaspoon 
salt arid the pepper. Spoon the 
rice out onto a rimmed baking 
sheet, spreading it evenly so that 
it cools quickly. Refrigerate until 
cold but not hard, 1 to 2 hours. 

While the rice chills, choose one 
of the fillings. To make the 
arancine filling, in a saute pan, 
heat the olive oil over medium 
heat. Add the meat, onion, carrot 
and celery and saute until golden, 
about 15 minutes. Add the 
tomato sauce and diluted tomato 
paste, reduce the heat to low and 
cook, stirring occasionally, until 
thick, about 30 minutes. Remove 
from the heat and fold in the 
peas, if using. Transfer to a bowl, 
let cool completely, cover and 
chill well. 

To make the suppli al telefono 
filling, in a saute pan, heat the 
olive oil over medium heat. Add 
the onion and saute until soft and 



translucent, about 10 minutes. 
Add the garlic and the ground 
beef, if using, and saute until the 
beef is no longer red, about 5 
minutes. Add the mushrooms and 
their soaking liquid, the pro- 
sciutto and the tomato paste and 
simmer until the mixture is thick, 
about 15 minutes. Season to 
taste with salt and pepper. 
Transfer to a bowl and let cool 
completely. Have the mozzarella 
cheese ready. 

To shape and stuff the cro- 
quettes, line 2 rimmed baking 
sheets with parchment paper. 
Dampen your hands with water. 
Scoop up a spoonful of the rice 
and shape into a two and one-half 
inch ball if making arrancine or an 
oval two and one-half inches long 
and about one and one-half 
inches in diameter if making sup- 
pli. With an index finger, make an 
indentation in the rice and spoon 
some of the filling into the center. 
If making the suppli, tuck in a 
cube of mozzarella, too. Smooth 
the rice over the filling, reshaping 
the croquette, and place on a 
parchment-lined baking sheet. 
Repeat until all the rice is used, 
continuing to dampen your hands 
as you work so the rice does not 
stick to your fingers. 

Pour the fiour and bread crumbs 
each into its own shallow bowl. 
Break the eggs into a third shal- 
low bowl and beat lightly until 
blended. One at a time, dip the 
croquettes in the Hour, then in 



the eggs, and finally in the bread 
crumbs, coating evenly each 
time, and place on the second 
parchment-lined baking sheet. 
Cover and refrigerate until fully 
chilled, at least 2 hours or up to 
24 hours. The croquettes are eas- 
ier to fry if they are fully chilled, 
which firms them up. 

Preheat the oven to 200 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Line an oven- 
proof tray with paper towels. 
Pour oil to a depth of 3 Inches 
into a heavy saucepan and heat 
to 350 degrees F on a deep-frying 
thermometer. Place a few cro- 
quettes on a wire skimmer, slip 
them into the hot oil, and fry until 
golden brown, lifting them out of 
the oil a few times so that the fill- 
ing can become hot. This step is 
especially important for the sup- 
pli. As you fry, lift the balls out of 
the hot oil with the wire skimmer, 
hold them for a minute, and then 
slip them back into the hot oil. 

Repeat the process twice. If you 
do not do this, the suppli will be 
golden on the outside but the 
mozzarella will remain solid. It 
should take 6 to 7 minutes total 
to fry the croquettes. Using the 
wire skimmer, transfer the cro- 
quettes to the towel-lined tray to 
drain and keep warm in the oven 
for up to 15 minutes. Repeat until 
all the croquettes are cooked. 

Arrange the croquettes on a 
platter and serve piping hot. Do 
not forget the napkins. This is fin- 
ger food.

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Waterfowl 

After the rice fields are harvested 

and millions of ducks begin their annuaJ migration south 
along the Mississippi River flyway, John Stephens can be 
found sitting in a cunouflaged blind on his fotliers farm 
east of Stuttgart, Ark (pop. 9,745), awaiting die iamiliar 
quack of migrating mallards. 

"1 always look forwiud K> it" says Stepiiens, 33, of the 
fall hunting season. "I like to communicate with tlie birds 
and see how they react to the call." 

Stuttgart, die self-pnxlaimed Rice and Duck Capital 
of the World, is home to Riceland Foods — tlie world's 
largest rice miller and mariceter — and each year tliou- 
sands of sportsmen and women converge on the town to 
participate in the fall hunt and attend die Worlds Qiam- 
pionship Duck Calling Contest. 

Last November, Stephens won the championship 
for the third time, outj^erforming 70 of the nation's 
best duck callers in the oldest and most prestigious 
event of its kind. Held annually since 1936, the con- 
test today is part of the weeklong Wings Over the 
Prairie Festival, featuring a Queen Mallard pageant, 
duck gumbo cookoff and youth duck calling clinics. 

In short, Stuttgart is wild about waterfowl, and 
townspeople take great pride in tlie 
community's claims to fame. Tlie 
Stuttgart High School mascx)t is 
the Uicebird; die city maintains 
farming and waterfowl exliibits at 
the Museum of the Arkansas 
Grand Prairie; and visitors 
can lodge at die Best West-

wooded wedands, Stuttgart is a haven for \vaterfowl and 
hunters alike. Flocks of ducks and geese feast on grain 
that harvesters leave behind, and tnickloads of hunters 
pour onto nearby farms and wildlife refugee to pursue 
the birds during a season diat generally begins in mid- 
November and continues dirough January. 

Migrating waterfowl have been drawn to the 
hardwood bottomlands of eastern Arkansas for eons, 
using the secluded backwaters of the Arkansas, 
Cache and White rivers to feed and rest on their 
journey south. 

"Witer is the most important thing for ducks," says 
Larry Mallard, manager of die l60,000-aaie White River 
National Wildlife Reflige, 25 miles east of Stuttgart. 
"Tliey ve got to have water. Water sustains riiem " 

When formers began planting rice on the Grand 
Prairie in die early 190(}s, die grain-loving waterfowl 
had a reason to land on the flooded 
fields iiround Stuttgart. At first, the 
marauding birds were considered 
pests for earing tlie farmers' grain, 
but soon townspeople began cater- 
ing to the sportsmen who came 
to hunt die enormous flocks 
of migrating mallard, gad- 
wall, pintail and wigeon. 
Among the first was 
die late M.T. "Mack" 
McCollum, the 1941 
world duck calling champi- 
on who began selling sport- 
ing goods at his hardware store 
in the 1930s, By 1944 his trade 
with waterfowl hunters became

so brisk that he opened a separate sporting goods store. 

"It's been said that it was the first full-line 
sporting goods store," says Marion McCollum, 64, 
son of the store's founder. 

Today, Mack's Prairie Wings sells everything 
for hunters, from battery-operated duck decoys to 
Winchester shotgun shells, in a 32,000-square- 
foot store north of town. The store also carries 
duck calls manufactured by John Stephens, last 
year's world champion duck caller. 

"The mallard is the only duck that makes a quack," 
says Stephc^ns, tlie owner of Rich-N-Tone Duck Calls. 
"Tlie other species make a whistle or other sound." 

In a few weeks, Stephens will get to demonstrate 
his award-winning skills, teaching his children — 
Reese, 6, and Riley, 4 — -the finer points of quacking. 
It's a ritual that happens each fall in duck blinds 
around Stuttgart.^

Richard Larson thought he'd seen 

nearly all the obstacles possible when he hiked the 2,175- 
mile Appalachian Trail in 2004 and the 2,650-niile Pacific 
Crest Trail in 2005. He'd fought off mosquitoes and black 
flies, endured raw, blistered feet, and coped with driving 
spring rainstorms and sweltering summer heat. 

Then in June, during the first few days of his 3,100- 
mile trek along the Continental Divide Trail, Larson had 
to cross a precarious snow bridge over a turbulent stream 
in Glacier National Park in Montana, encountered 50-mph 
winds that shredded a friend's rain jxtncho, and stumbled 
within 10 feet of a black bear and her cubs.

"That was kind of spooky, but fortunately, the 
momma bear and cubs ran away," says Larson, 33, of 
Fairbanks, Alaska. 

Larson, a former copy editor and sports writer for the 
Fairlktnks Dally News-iWimr, truly enjoys the life of a long- 
distance hiker. He got so much satJsfection from his first 
two long-distance hikes that he decided to attempt the 
longer and more difficult Continental Divide Trail, which 
follows the rugged Rocky Mountain chain from Montana 
to Ne\v Mexico. 

If he completes the five-month trek to the Mexican 
border, Larson will join an elite group of fewer than 50 
people who have achieved the "Triple Crown" of Ameri- 
can long-distance hiking. . . 

But the final leg — a grueling joufriey through the 
most mountainous terrain in the lower 48 states — won't 
be a walk in the park. The route is not nearly as well- 
maintained or marked as the other two long-distance 
trails, there's a greater risk of running into grizzly 
bears and other wild animals, and he needs to get past 
Colorado's 14,000-foot peaks before winter snows pile 
up, closing mountain passes.

Larson hikes about 20 miles each day. 
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Still, Larson is determined to complete the journey by hiking about 20 
miles a day at a pace of about 2.5 to 3 mph, meaning he typically hikes 9 to 10 
hours each day. Along the route, he's likely to encounter adverse weather, snow 
and rockslides, pesky bugs and poisonous snakes. Still, Larson 
sees an upside to toting a 45-pound backpack through some 
of the nation's most magnificent terrain. 

"It's a great way to see America and learn about Ameri- 
ca," he says. "I love seeing something new every day." 

Natural splendor 

During his hikes, Larson has seen the natural splendor 

of the nation. He's wandered the rolling woodlands of 

Shenandoah National Rark in northern Viiginia, traipsed 

through wildflower-CDvercd meadows in Yellowstone 

National Park in western Wyoming and scaled the 

heights of California's 14,494-foot Mount Whimey, the 

tallest peak in the continental United States. 

Along the Idalio-Moncana bonder, Larson stood astride 

the Great Divide, where die waters on the eastern slope 

flow toward the Gulf of Mexico and those on the western 

slope flow to the Pacific Ocean. At night, he slept under 

the stars, and on crisp, clear mornings, he had die thrill of 

seemingly standing atop the worid and seeing 100 miles in 

every direction.

Larson enjoys sharing those moments with other long-distance hikers, such as 
Matti Urlass, 29, a civil engineer from Bonn, Germany, and Seth Schumacher, 17, 
of Livingston, Mont., who just graduated from high school. The three hikers met 
on the Internee, convened along the U.S.-Canada border in June, and shared food, 
hiking gear and companionship as they traversed the nation's backbone. 

"I love the culture of long-distance hikers," Larson says. "You ger to see the 
generosity of the human spirit that you don't necessarily see in tiie real world."

A quintessential example of a devot- 
ed hiker is "Flyin"' Brian Robinson, 45, 
of Mountain View, Calif., who in 2001 
became the first j^erson to complete all 
three legs of the Triple Crown— a total of 
7,371 miles — in a calendar year. 

Last year, British hiker Matt Hazley, 26, 
bested Robinson's achievement by complet- 
ing the Triple Crown of hiking in 240 days, Brian Robinson hails 
the fastest time ever recorded, He averaged his Triple Crown feat. 
40 miles a day, and didn't run down the trail. Too dangerous, he 
thought. He got started each day at 6 or 7 a.m., hiked for 14 hours, 
ate dinner and went to bed. 

"It's only tough if you let it get tough," Hazley says. "As long as you 
stay focused, no matter how tough it gets, you'll reach your goal." 

To complete a long-distanoe hike requires a iot of planning. Larson 
saved about 34,000 for the Continental Divide trek, budgeting a little 
more than $1 per mile. He arranged mail and food drops at businesses 
and post offices in Mack's Inn, Idaho; South Pass, Wyo.; Twin Lakes, 
Colo,; and Abiquiu and Pie Town, NM, His sister, Dawn, in Hinckley, 
Minn., wod<s as his support crew, mailing critical items — such as new 
hiking shoes — along the way. 

He ordered guidebooks and maps for each seaion of the trail last 
winter and studied them in great detail. Once he completes a section of 
die trail, he tosses the old maps and field guides and receives new ones 
at his next mail drop. He carries a global-positioning system device to 
help him stay on the path. He packs lightweight food such as Ramen 
noodles, L'pton soups, tortilla wrajx, C-unarion instant breakfast 
drinks, Power bars, crackers and cheese, and his favorite snack, Skittles, 
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Weight loss program 

One of tlie best things tliac Larson 
likes about long-distance hilcing is losing 
weight. He's not tliat athletic of a guy, 
lie says, and during the off-season tends 
to put on pounds. He lost 79 pounds on 
his Appalachian Trail (AT) hil<e and 62 
pounds on the Pacific Grest Trail (PCT). 

"I started the AT at 293 pounds and 
finished it at 214," he says in his crip 
journal "I started the PCT at 260 and 
fmislied it at 198. I've been running and 
swimming over the winter in Kiirbanks 
to try to keep my weight down during my 
six-month hiatus ftom hiking." 

\X^en Larson strode into Colorado 
in late August, he was cruising on the 



trail. Most of the excess weight was gone, 
and he was doing what he loved to do 
most — hiking along with his newfound 
friends and enjoying life in, periiaps, its 
simplest forni. 

Enishing the Triple Crown will be 
most sitisfying, Larson says, because of 
the hardsliips and uncertainties along the 
trail. But die rewards are big. Around 
every comer is an inspiring vista or spec- 
tacular mountain scenery, forever etched 
inro Larson's memory. 

For some hikere, die tmil is a journey 
of personal discovery; for otliers it's just 
plain fun. 

"Not all who wander are lost," 
Larson says. Zf"

Fish Lur^

Working at his kitchen table bathed in natural 

light, Tony Smith of Hoiland, Mich. (pop. 35,048), skillfully carves a piece of 
basswood the size of his thumb into a lure so beautiful — and valuable — that 
it will never be used to hook a fish, only a collector. 

"I like creating something that will outlive me," says Smith, 60, about 
the lures and spearfishing decoys that he has handcrafted for 33 years. 

Wood shavings, some as delicate as 
threads, curl from his knife as a tiny brook 
trout takes shape in his hands. With preci- 
sion cuts, he slices grooves for copper fins 
and drills l/64th-inch holes on the fish's 
sides, mouth and tail for hooks and propel- 
lers. He sands and seals the wood, primes 
it, then paints — eight coats in all — the 
red, green and yellow markings of a genu- 
Whittllng a lure Into shape j^g brook trout. Strung on a wire to dry, 

Smith s realistic lures resemble a good day's catch in miniature. 

Each masterpiece he creates, from the 2-inch trout lures to the foot- 
long frog decoys — used for spearing fish through a hole in a frozen 
lake — features glass eyes, handmade copper or brass parts, and 
sometimes hardware salvaged from antique tackle. The jointed 
wiggly-legged frog has 30 parts. 

Smith, a retired engineer, began carving lures and decoys 
in 1973 as a hobby that combined his love of fishing with 

collecting and researching antique 
tackle. Buoyed by the popular- 
ity of his contemporary lures 
among collectors at fishing tackle shows, 
Smith founded his home-based business, 
Macatawa Bait Co., three years later. 
"They're distinct. They're beautiful 
baits," says Herb Proctor, 80, of Topsail 
Island, N.C., who met Smith eight years 
ago at a National Fish Lure Collectors Club 
show. At the time, Proctor collected antique 
tackle, but he fell hook, line and sinker for a 
bluegill lure made by Smith. Since then, he's 
collected 87 Macatawa- brand baits. "I feel 
like it's a good investment." 





Prices range from §85 to $200, depending on the size and amount of 
work invested in each lure. Smith devotes up to six hours carving and paint- 
ing a 6-inch lure, while creating a 20-inch decoy may take several days. 

Along with fish lures and decoys, Smith carves replicas of trophy-size 
catches based on photographs and measurements supplied by the angler. In 
June, he completed a reproduction of a 35-pound, 55-inch-long tiger muskel- 
lunge for a fisherman who paid $700 foi- the wooden keepsake. 

Each year, Smith makes about 70 of what he calls 
the "world's most expensive lures": exquisite wooden 
beetles, crawfish, grasshoppers, perch, pumpkinseed, 
catfish, turtles and whimsical species, such as patriotic 
red, white and blue frogs and fish. He sells and swaps 
them, along with rare antique lures from his collection 
of 2,000, at shows across the nation. Sometimes he 
buys back his own early creations, when he can afford 
them, for their sentimental value. 
"I bought.a frog back and had to pay three times as much" as I sold it 
for, Smith says. 

When he's not carving lures, Smith's favorite pastime is fishing. Once 
or twice a week, he and his buddies fish for walleye, salmon and sheepshead 
from a pier on Lake Michigan, a few miles from his home. 
And what does the artistic lure maker pack along for bait? 
"Worms," Smith says. "I mainly use live bait." "^
